‘lark reported that the city's in- 
surance carrier had denied $413.15 
payment for damages on an auto- 
mobile which hit one of the problem 
manhole covers on Claxton Avenue. 

Haywood instructed him to now 
send the bill to the Alabama High- 
way Department and when they re- 
fused payment, send it to the con- 
tractor who did the last work on the 
manhole covers, 
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to the county asking for assistance in 
getting the road repaired. He noted 
that the county diverted money from 
other projects in order to help the 
town, and then, in turn, agreed to 
supply matching funds, approximate- 
ly $16,000.00, toward getting the 
road resurfaced. 

The engineer contends that an act 
(referred to in the article) which was 
passed recently by the state legisla- 
ture is being misinterpreted by the 
New Brockton officials, 

Tindell noted that the county has, 
in the past, worked with New Brock- 
ton, as well as other towns and cities 
in the county, 

“We have allowed New Brockton 
to purchase fuel from county tanks, 
provided them with the lowest gar- 
bage disposal rate in the state, and 
graded their dirt roads at no cost,” he 
said. 

Tindell explained to the commis- 
sioners that the $15,961.63 (the 
town’s matching funds on Tyler 
Street) had been broken down into 
96 payments of $166.26 cach, This 
was to be billed and paid through 
their gasoline account. 

The disagreement surfaced when 
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the New Brockton Town Council 
voted to not pay the $166.26 pay- 
ment in their December meeting. 

The engineer told commissioners 
that he, unless otherwise directed, 
was terminating all services (gaso- 
line, grading of dirt roads, etc.) pres- 
ently provided to New Brockton un- 
til the matter is resolved, 

It was assumed that all the com- 
missioners concurred with Tindell’s 
decision since none of them respond- 
ed or objected to the action. 

Prior to the commission adjourn- 
ing, Commissioner Bill Faulk an- 
nounced that he would not be seck- 
ing re-election at the end of this term 
of office. 

“I’m very proud of having had 
the opportunity to serve this great 
county for so long,” said Faulk, “I 
look forward to giving the opportu- 
nity to others to serve.’ 

At the end of his term of office, 
Faulk will have served on the Coffee 
County Commission for 12 years. 
He is a Republican.

Twelve year old Adam Waddail just died (Tuesday), This 
Elba School student was one of the nicest, sweetest 
youngsters you will ever meet and he was my friend. Never could 
you compare my pain and sense of loss to that of his loving family 
members, but like so many others who knew him, mine is neverthe- 
less real. We watched his parents grow up and fully expected to do 
the same with Adam, but it is not to be. Death is a fact of life we 
must leam to accept, a reality that is awful hard to fathom when a 
loved one is involved and almost impossible when the victim is a 
child. We get upset whenever any child is hurt or dies, and even 
more upset when we know the child personally, All children are 
special but there is particular admiration for those of young Adam's 
caliber. Only God understands the master plan of life. The love and 
beauty we see in the aftermath of this terrible loss helps us cope 
with the reality. The family’s decision to donate his vital organs to 
improve the quality of life for others is to be commended. It was 
undoubtedly a gut wrenching decision on their part ... coming at 
the time when they were carrying the heaviest burden of their life. 
Those of us who knew Adam will surely agree that is what this in- 
telligent young man would have wanted, even at his young age. 
Now they can find comfort in the knowledge that others are alive or 
have a better quality of life because of Adam. The picture we 
choose to forever fix in our mind of Adam Waddail is an incident 
witnessed at church one Sunday. Adam and his younger sister, Ash- 
leigh, were walking from the education building to “big church.” 
Adam stopped her because the little thing holding her pony tail had 
slipped. He fixed it and smoothed down her hair before they moved 
on toward church. I once was a 12 year old boy with younger sisters 
and never would you catch me being nice to one of them! Probably, 
you would have seen me pulling out the clamp (and the hair) and 
when they cried to mother, I would have fibbed and talked about 
trying to help when she jerked her head. Adam was a cut or so 
above that ... he was lovingly protective of his sister, as well as of 
his mother. We will always cherish the memory we have of young 
Adam Waddail. Our prayers go out to his family during this awful 
time. Let it also be noted that Ashleigh will now have to be our 
double friend, coming to see us more often and staying longer, to 
fill the void created by her brother’s untimely death. 


We will not 
try to change the opinion of a single person on should or shouldn’t 
the soldiers be sent to that far off country, especially by a president 
who himself went to England to avoid service in Vietnam. We will 
stand up to be counted among those who strongly believe we 
should now throw our full support behind the American troops who 
are serving us ... yes they are serving us ... in that dangerous lo- 
cale.

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Harrand Creek residents oppose Lunsford project

A large group of Harrand Creek 
area residents are upset over a pro-

In the February 13th meeting of 


‘the Coffee County Commission a 
' preliminary plat on Sandy Oaks Es- 
. tates was submitted by Porter A.

After reviewing the plat, and stat-

‘ County Engineer Mark Pool recom- 
| mended that it be approved. Com- 
, missioners approved the request. 


Lunsford’s preliminary plans call 


_ for the construction of a 39-unit 


townhouse complex. 

Since that meeting ten months 
ago, residents who own single-home 
dwellings in the subdivision adjoin- 
ing the property have been trying to 
as the project halted. They have 

n to the City of Enterprise and 
eventually, the matter wound up in 
court. 

As a result of their efforts, Circuit 
Judge William Barr ordered the 
commission to hold a public hearing 
on the matter and then, at the conclu- 
sion of that hearing, again act on the 
preliminary plat. Monday morning 
that hearing was held, 


28 PERSON DIED LAST YEAR 


Approximately 75 residents (in 
cluding children) of the Harrand 
Creek community were in atten- 
dance at that hearing to express their 
views on the matter. 

There were 15 individuals who 
addressed the commissioners on the 
proposed project. Their reasons for 
being against the project included 
the following: concern for the safety 
and security of their children, in- 
creased traffic flow through their 
subdivision, devaluation of their 
homes and property, and damage to 
area wetlands causing flooding. 

One resident noted that there is a 
sewage treatment plant nearby and 
expressed the fear that flooding 
could cause E-Coli bacteria to be- 
come mixed with the creek water, 
thus endangering area residents. 

More than one of the spokesper- 
sons told commissioners, “We will 
let the military community know 
that Enterprise and Coffee County is 
not the place to buy. We'll tell them 
to buy in Daleville, Ozark, Level 
Plains and Dothan.” 

The majority of the speakers stat- 
ed that they were not against Luns- 
ford’s development of the land, but 
they were opposed to what he was 
planning to put on it. 

Bill Tompkins summed up the 
group’s concerns as being both fi- 


State troopers predict 22 persons 
will be killed in holiday traffic 


To help ensure safe travel 
throughout the holidays, state troop- 
ers encourage Alabama motorists to 
drive defensively, use safety belts 
and child restraints, obey speed lim- 
its and other traffic laws, and abstain 
from drinking and driving. 

All available troopers will be on 
patrol during peak holiday travel 
times to arrest drunken drivers, 
speeders, and other hazardous driv- 


ers. 


Troopers will also display red rib- 
bons on their vehicles in memory of 
the victims of drunken driving. 

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 14 people 
will lose their lives in traffic wrecks 
during the 78-hour Christmas travel 
period, which begins at 6:00 p.m. 
Friday December 22, and ends at 
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midnight Monday, December 25. 

In 1994, 20 people died in traffic 
accidents on Alabama roadways dur- 
ing the 78-hour Christmas period, 15 
on rural roads and 5 in urban areas. 
Alcohol was a factor in 9 of the 
deaths, and 17 of the wreck victims 
were not using safety belts. 

The traffic fatalities predicted for 
the New Year’s is that 8 people will 
die in traffic wrecks in Alabama dur- 
ing the 78-hour period from 6:00 
p.m. Friday, December 29, through 
midnight Monday, January 1, 1996 

Last year, 8 people died during 
the 78-hour New Year’s travel peri- 
od, 4 on rural roads, and 4 in urban 
areas. In 3 of the deaths, alcohol was 
involved, and 6 of the wreck victims 
were not using safety belts. 
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nancial and security. 

He simply asked the commission- 
ers to follow the Golden Rule: “Do 
unto others as you would have them 
do unto you,” in making their ruling 
on the proposed subdivision. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens thanked the group for mak- 
ing their views known to the com- 
mission and he commented, “If we 
ruled with our hearts you wouldn't 
have any problems.” 

He also noted that he felt like the 
City of Enterprise had shirked their

According to the map, the area in 
question lies outside the corporate 
city limits of the City of Enterprise, 
but within its jurisdiction.

Commissioner Bill Faulk made a 
motion, which was seconded by 
Wendell Black, that all parties in- 
volved, along with their attorneys, 
meet with the judge in an attempt to 
get the matter resolved. The motion 
passed 5 to 0. Commissioners Bern-

Had the student se- 
lected a topic that was of interest to oth- 
er students and had the writer researched 
the topic carefully enough to give a 
knowledgeable speech? The next section 
was introduction. Did the speaker get 
the attention of the audience with a clear 
introduction and theses statement? The 
third section was body. Had the speaker 
gathered enough information about the 
topic and were the points presented in a 
clear fashion? The fourth section was 
conclusion. Did the speaker wrap things 
up well, giving the audience a sense of 
closure? The fifth and last section was 
presentation, Did the speaker use effec- 
tive vocal control and employ proper 
body language? A speaker could also 
earn points by using visual aids. 


This is the text of Chan's speech. 

“Today I want to tell you about an 
interview I had with Dr. Ingram. A ca- 
reer as principal is a challenging yet 
stressful job. The necessary education 
lor becoming a principal in Alabama is 
to have three years of successful teach- 
ing experience and be certified in ad- 
ministration. Dr. Ingram's teaching ex 
perience began at Charles Henderson 
High School where she taught English 
and Chemistry for two years. She then 
taught English and General Science at 
Pike County and Goshen High School 
and was involved in a migrant program 
where she did a remedial reading and 
math class as well as career education, 
When asked if she preferred being a 
principal rather than a teacher, she said 
she went to school to become a principal 
and thought it was a challenge. If she 
had it to do over again she would work 
toward being a principal. Dr. Ingram's 
favorite part of being a principal is 
working with teenagers and the hardest 
part is working with hard-headed teen- 
agers. I ask Dr, Ingram was it hard being 
a female principal. She said it doesn’t 
lake physical strength to be a good prin 
cipal, but a strong will. You have to 
hold your ground and not let people run 
over you. Fighting doesn’t solve prob 
lems so if a situation becomes out of 
control she would do the same thing a 
man would do, she would call the po- 
lice, The advice she would give to some- 
one considering a career as a principal is 
to have lots of time to give to their job.

Tasty Winter Squash 


One of the nicest times to visit an 
outdoor market is when 
red, yellow, and orange fruits and 
vegetables take center stage, ready 
at last for eating after many months 
of growing and ripening under a 
warm sun. ‘Tis the season, for ex- 
ample, for winter squash, so-called 
because most varieties are available 
in the greatest abundance from Sep- 
tember through April. 

Tremendously varied in shape 
and size, winter squash are cousins 
to the familiar zucchini and yellow 
crookneck. But winter squash dif- 
fers in several important ways. 
Their skins and seeds are hard and 
generally inedible; the flesh is 
meaty, firm and brilliant. yellow-’ 
orange; and vitamins A and C con- 
tents are higher. 

On the average, two-thirds cup of 
cooked winter squash offers the eat- 
er 96% of the USRDA for vitamin 
A, 22% for vitamin C, and as much 
as 4 grams of dietary fiber. 

While home gardeners can grow 
dozens of different varieties of win- 
ter squash, those who harvest at the 
market will probably find the fol- 
lowing types most readily available. 

Acorn: Also called ‘Table 


Queen”. This pretty, ruffle-edged 
squash is at its finest when coppery 
splotches mark its otherwise dark 
green skin. ; 

Butternut; Pear-shaped and 
beige in color with a smooth, dull 
finish, the modest-looking butternut 
is one of the meatiest of all winter 
squash, with a small seed cavity and 
lots of dry, firm flesh. 

Hubbard: Weighing anywhere 
from 5 to 20 pounds, Hubbards are 
fat and round, with tapering necks. 
Their bumpy skin may be dark 
green, bluish-gray or orange. Hub- 
bards are often sold pre-cut; the flesh 
should look moist and grainy, not 
dry and stringy. 

Pumpkin: AKA jack o’lantem, 
this infamous member of the wintr 
squash family needs no introductio 
or description. For eating (rathei 
than carving) purposes, buy the 
smallest pumpkins you can find--5 
pounds or less. The smaller, the 
sweeter, 

As for storing, produce experts 
agree that winter squash keep best in 
a cool, dry place (this excludes the 
refrigerator) at 55 to 60 degrees. As- 
suming ideal conditions, some say 
winter squash will last up to four 
months, while others advise only one 
month, 


Food for Your Growing 


Child : 

Food means more to a child than 
just a way to satisfy hunger. The 
food your child eats provides all the 
building materials needed for 
growth, health, and energy. 

A child needs protein and miner- 
als for growing, building, and repair- 
ing body tissues, muscles and bones, 
Vitamins, working with minerals 
and protein, help keep the body in 
good working order, 

Fats and carbohydrates provide 
fuel for activity, No single food can 
provide all the nutrients a child 
needs, Your growing child needs to 
eat a wide variety of foods to get all 
these nutrients, 

How much food your child needs 
daily depends on age, growth, size, 
and activity level, Serve child-sized 
portions (one or two tablespoons) 
with the understanding the child can 
have seconds, A heaped plate can 
discourage a child with a small appe- 
ule. 

You may want lo serve your 


young children’s meal on a salad 
plate rather than a dinner plate. Their 
smaller portions won’t look lost on a 
large plate that way. 

Avoid making an issue if a child 
refuses a specific food at a particular 
time. Substitute with a food that has 
nutrients. 

Serve three regular,  well- 
balanced meals at about the same 
time each day. An active or rapidly 
growing child may need a between- 
meal snack. Plan snacks such as fruit 
or juices to increase your child’s dai- 
ly supply of vitamins. Avoid sweet 
or filling snacks that can interfere 
with a child’s appetite at mealtime. 

Be sure your child gets plenty of 
water every day, Some children may 
prefer juices or other beverages. But 
avoid carbonated beverages and sim- 
ilar products. They may contain ex- 
cess amounts of caffeine and sugars. 


Be a Fat Detective 

Small reductions in dietary fat 
can make a big difference. Eliminate 
just one teaspoon each day and in a 
year you'll have shaved nearly five 
pounds from your diet and your 
body. 

Here are some ways to reduce fat 
without sacrificing taste. A good 
goal is to hold fat calories to no 
more than 30% of your total daily 
calories. 

*Use fruit-only spreads on your 
toast or muffins instead of butter or 
margarine, 

*Drink skim or low-fat milk in- 
stead of whole milk. Eat cheeses 
made from low-fat or skim milk. 

*For a low calorie version of 
cream cheese, mix three parts low-

Watch out for

People need to watch out for hid- 
jen calories in many of the beverag- 
es they consume, They’re not really 
hidden since calories are plainly list- 
ed on the food label, but they are 
easily ignored by people.

Some of the _ w flavored waters 
on the market have sugar added to 
improve the taste, 

Fluids are important to keeping 
your body healthy, but don’t add €X- 
tra calories, First, drink eight 3- 
ounce glasses of water a day. If you 
don’t like drinking an entire glass at 
one time, keep an insulated cup or 
thermos filled with ice water handy 
and sip on it a little at a time, 

Limit the amount of sugar- 
sweetened beverages you consume,
